PARIS. — Israel’s tenuous links with 
UINESCO were further undermined 
last night when the 185-natien body 
voted to bar her from its European 

Tegional group. 

An Israeli bid to join the European 
group was defeated with 48 nations, 
Taainly Communists and Arabs, vot- 
ing against her admission. 

The 83 countries who voted to let 
Israel join the group included all 
the Common Market countries — ex- 
cept France — and also the United 
States and Canada. Along with 30 
other countries, France abstained just 
85 it did on the admission of the 
U.S. and Canada which were voted 
into the European group yesterday. 

Mr. Natan Bar-Yaacov, Israel's 
chief delegate at UNESCO, told the 
conference: “A group of members 
capable of mustering an automatic 
majority on apparently any issue de-

The Israeli delegate added: “I sup-

though we are a small country, just 
some. three million people, we aré 
convinced — and many member-

Monday for C-o-L

TEL AVIV. — Representatives of 
the Government, the Histadrut and 
the Manufacturers Association met 
yesterday but failed to reach agree-. 
ment on payment of increased 
Cost-of-Living allowances. However, 
hopes were high that a solution 
would be reached at a second ses- 
sion schednled for Monday after- 
noon. 

Finance Minister Yehoshua Ra- 
binowitz asked the Histadrut to 
accept a reduction of the C-o-L 
allowance due for readjustment in 
January and agree to extend the 
labour contracts for another year. 
(Most national contracts expire on 
March 31). 

The Minister of Commerce and 
Industry Haim Bar-Lev suggested 
the following course: salaried per- 
sons in the low income bracket will 
get the full allowances (which are 
calculated’ in proportion to the year- 
ly C-o-L, index up to 1L1,000 monthly 


.basic salary); those In the middle 


prackets to yet Laif of allowances; 
those paid top salaries will forgo 
any increase. 

In this way, Mr. Bar-Lev calcul- 
ated, the extra allowances due in 
January would increase the cur- 
rency in circulation from IL70m. 
to TL80m. monthly. If the full al- 
lowance is paid to all, some IL200m. 


would be added, he pointed out. 

Yeruham Meshel, Secretary-Gen- 
eral of the Histadrut and Central 
Committee members pledged the

Premier quits, Jordan to 
form new government 


AMMAN (AP). — Jordanian Prime 
Minister Zaid Rifai has resigned 
‘but has been asked Ὃν King Hus- 
sein to continue as caretaker unti] 
a mew government is formed, a 
Government spokesman reported 
yesterday. 

The move was part of Hussein's 
process of severing the West.Bank 
from Jordan. It began two weeks 
ago with constitutional amendments 
that allowed the king to remove 


West Bankers who hold half of the 
seats in Réfaii's 20-man Cabinet and 
also 50 per cent of the seats in 
Parliament. 

A royal decree dissolving Parlia- 
ment is expected to be issued with- 
in 24 hours, the spokesman said. 

The spokesman also said 54 more 
Palestinian prisoners have been re- 
leased from Jordanian jails at the 
King’s orders, bringing to 171 the 
total freed within week.

Seali restated American policy and 
did not appear tu break any new 
ground. He never once mentioned 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion or its leader, Yasser Arafat, by 
name, but there were several ob- 
vious references to them. 

“It is my government's firm con- 
viction that the way to move to- 
ward @ agituation more responsible 
to Palestinian interests Is not 
through new resolutions or drama- 
tie parliamentary manoeuvres, but 
by weaving the Palestinian interests 
into the give and take of the ne- 
gotiating process," Scali said. 

This appeared to represent an in- 
vitation ta the Palestinians to enter 
the negotiations, but did not elaborate 
on who should represent them. He 
did reassert that it remains up to 
the original parties at the Geneva 
Middle East peace conference to de- 
cide which additional parties should 
enter the negotiations, thus allowing 
Israel to hold a virtual veto over 
any PLO representation. 

“If the negotiating process it to 
continue, each party must remain 
committed to negotiations. Each 
must be prepared to accept a nego- 
thated peace with the others, and 
each must be prepared to see the 
decision on how to proceed evolve 
through understanding among the 
parties,” Scali said. 

“This Is how the Geneva confe- 
rence," he continued, “was convened 
under the chairmanship of the Soviet 
Union and the United States. This 
is why the parties agreed to attend 
the conference. They also agreed 
that the role of other participants 
would be discuased at the confe- 
rence.” 

Scali forcefully rejected an as- 
sertion by Arafat and other pro- 
Arab speakers at the UN that Pa- 
lestinian terrorism was justified be- 
cause the U.S. itself was born in 
terror 200 years ago. 

“In the course of this debate,” 
Scali declared, “there have been 
speakers who sought to equate 
terrorism with revolution, who pro- 
fessed to see no difference between 
the slaughter of innocents and a 
struggle for national Uberation.” 

Scali said that another war in the 
Middle East will not solve the prob- 
lems there. “The sole alternative is 
negotiation,” he added. 

He noted that another war would 
“threaten the security of every coun- 
try" and produce "no permanent 
gains for any.” Scali appealed for a 
continuation of the step-by-step ne- 
gotiating process, insisting that it 
has already achieved progress in 
the disengagement-of-forces agree- 
ments between Israel and Egypt and 
Israel and Syria. 

“My government is convinced — 
and the successes of the past year 
strengthen our conviction — that 
the only way to keep the parties 
committed to negotiations is to 
move forward through a series of 
agreements, each substantial enough 
to represent significant progress, yet 
each limited enough for governments 
and peoples to assimilate and accept.”

Jerusalem's Hadassah Hospital 
had no water In its taps above 
the second floor yesterday after- 
“noon and evening. The hospital 
management blamed the mishap 
on the failure of the Mekorot 
water company to notify it of 
an impending water cutoff. ~ 

Some weeks ago Mekorot in- 
formed the hospital of extensive 
work on the main water line it 
was. undertaking in the village 
of Bin Kerem, below Hadassah, 
which would result in the pipe 
to the hospital being closed for 
“about 12 hours.” The company 
did not, however, tell Hadassah 
the exact date of the work. As 
a result Hadassah was surprised 
at 7 o'clock yesterday morning 
when its water supply was re- 
duced to the flow of a two-inck 
by-pass line, instead of the usual 
12-inch pipe. 

Engineers cut off all water to 
non-essential departments, such 
as the laundry and the nurses 
residence, in order to assure 8 
minimum flow to the wards. By 
the afternoon hours, there was 
no longer enough pressure for 
water to reach the six upper 
floors, a hospital spokesman said. 
He stressed that all operating 
theatres had sufficient water. 
Hadassah yesterday was the guty 
hospital for surgical cases 

The spokesman said that Me- 
Korot during the day assured 
Hadassah of a regular supply by 
10 p.m. Later, the assurance was 
altered to 11 pim, Mekorot could 
not be reached last night for 

comment on the mishap. 

‘The spokesman could mot ex. 
plain why the hospital's emer- 
gency water system was not able 
to meet the situation.

TEL AVIV. — The Central Com- 
mittee of the Independent Liberal

“The terrorists require, besides victims who 
may be completely uninvolved, such as the Puerto 
Rican pilgri murdered at Lod Airport, a tar- 
get — the Israel] Government, for instance — 
and an audience, such as other terrorist groups, 
political parties and world opinion. 

‘The terrorists want their action to be immoral 
and seemingly senseless so as to further “the 
symbolic enhancement of violence.” To achieve’ 
this horror effect, the Borgias poisoned or assas- 
sinated their victims in churches, and the Arab 
States chose Yom Kippur for their attack when 
militarily Rosh Hashana might perhaps have 
been the better choice. 

The terrorists’ outlook was based on the pre: 
mise that the ends of their act were absolute, 
non-negotiable. They were also motivated by ἃ 
desire for self-esteem. “The terrorist is not fight- 
‘ing for a cause, the cause is fighting for him.”

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Team warns of upheaval 


‘British will soon be 
_ poorer than Greeks’ 


LONDON (UPI). — An interna- 
tional team of researchers yester- 
day foresaw a ‘sombre... gloomy” 
economic outlook for Britain. 

- They predicted that by 1980 the 
majority of Spaniards and Greeks 
‘will be better off than the British. 

The team, reporting for the Hud- 
son Institute, added that if Britain's 
economic problems are not solved, 
“there ig serious reason to fear 
an eventual social and political up- 
heaval in the country.” 

A representative of the Institute, 
.8 Buropean affiliate of the Hudson 
Institute in the U.S., said “what we 
‘are trying to do is only what 
‘others are saying behind Britain's 
back — saying it to your face.” 

The Hudson Institute is a non- 
-profit-making multinational research 


.group. The team that wrote its ™ay 


survey, a Briton, a Frenchwoman, 
a Dutchman and two Americans, 
was headed by American Edmund 
Stillman. 

‘The survey says Britain's living 

-Standards are only marginally bet- 
ter than those of countries the 
British people are accustomed to 
think of as the so-called poor states 
of the Mediterranean and the Bal- 
Acans. 
“The majority of Spaniards and 
‘Greeks,” the survey said, “will on 
‘present trends be better off than 
the average Eriton within not many 
More years. These facts simply are 
not understood in Britain." 

‘When the British look at Western 
Europe, it continues, they often ex- 
plain its economic prosperity and 
growth as achieved by sacrificing 

+a humane society. 


Wells’s son 


“But Britain,” the report says, 
“has exactly the same kinds of prob- 
lems as Europe — more of some, 
less of others —- and without the 
compensating advantages of pros- 
perity.” Britain for example did 
not compare favourably with such 
“dynamic” European countries as 
France, West Germany, the Nether- 
lands and Italy in housing, schools, 
health services, pensions or foreign 
vacations. 

“We must simply say that in 
virtually every one of the tangible 
indices of quality of life, Britain 
is worse off than continental West- 
ern Europe,” the team found. An 
economic and industrial revival is 
necessary if very grave Social and 
political problems are to be avoided: 
“Wihout that revival Life in Britain 
become very unpleasant in- 
deed.” 

The report concludes that the cri- 
sis is “unique to Britain, with Bri- 
tish causes,” and that only the Bri- 
tish can solve it — to start with, 
by restoring their growth and com- 
petitiveness. 

Meanwhile, figures released yes- 
terday showed a 10,000 rise in unem- 
ployed this month — to 653,256, 2.7 
per cent of the country's labour 
force. ἃ 

The Employment Ministry said 
the overall increase over October 
was only slightly above the expected 
normal seasonal rise at this time 
of year. But it noted the number 
of hard-core unemployed was 
643,612; that was a sharp rise of 
17,881 that will do 1116 to ease 
official anxiety about worsening un- 
employment in problem-plagued Bri- 
tain.

“weeks ago and in Britain yesterday. 
. Reviewing the book in the month- 
‘ly “Books and Bookmen,” Anthony 
-,West accused Ray of presenting 
.nim as the product of “what 1 can 
only describe as a dirty trick, and 
an exceptionally unpleesant one.”

Makarios slated to return 
to Cyprus as president 


LONDON (Reuter). — Archbishop 
Makarios is to return to Cyprus to 
take up his duties as president, pro- 
bably in the first week of December, 
acting tt ~President Glafkos 
Clerides said here yesterday. 

He told a press conference Arch- 
bishop Makarios was expected to 
‘have talks with the new Greek gov- 
ernment in Athens at the end of 
November, From there he would go 
on to Cyprus, his first visit to the 
island since he was deposed in the 
shot-lived military coup in mid-July, 
which led to the Turkish invasion.

PORTUGAL had not been a focal point of 
interest for Israelis before the Yom Kip. 
pur War. It began to loom large in their 
lives when they realized that the Azores, 
a group of islanda in the Atlantic, were a 
strategic refuelling point for US. planes 
ferrying war material to Israel. 

{ronically enough, the Americans them- 
selves had been talking just before the 
war of giving up the alr base at Lajes.

Soviets voice 
eve of Vladivostok sum mit 


MOSCOW. Soviet Communist 
Party leader Leonid Brezhnev left 
on Wednesday night for Viadivostok 
‘to greet President Ford as the So- 
viet press referred yesterday in 
optimistic generalities to the pro- 
spects of the meeting. 

“Broad sections of American 
opinion have welcomed the news 
of the summit meeting as a good 
sign,” the “Pravda” correspondent 
in New York reported. 

Correspondent Nikolai 
said the consensus of “New York 
Observers” is that the summit will 
take piace “at a moment when 
there are definite chances to pro- 
duce positive results on a mumber 
of priority problems, first and fore- 
most, in the limitation of strategic 
arms.” 

But im Washington, diplomatic 
gources said yesterday that Mr. 
Brezhnev, concerned about recent 
developments in Congress and the 
Pentagon, is seeking reassurance 
from President Ford that the US. 
stil wants detente. 

Brezhnev formerly based his 
“peace policy” on his personal re- 
lationship with Nixon. The diplom- 
atic sources said Brezhnev actively 
sought the Viadivostok summit

SAIGON. President Nguyen 
Van Thieu of South Vietnam renewed 
bis call yesterday for a peace con- 
ference’ of the 10 Southeast Asian 
nations — including North Vietnam. 

But Western diplomats said the 
‘idea, had mo chance of 
and termed it as part of Thieu’s 
efforts to get favourable publicity 
and counter Communist propaganda 
depicting him as a warmonger. 

The Vietcong announced last 
month they would no longer deal 
with Thieu or any member of bis 
present government and demanded 
that he be ousted before meaningful 
military and political negotiations 
eould be resumed.

‘Wall St. Journal’: 
should weigh quitting UN 


NEW YORE (Reuter). — The in- 
fuential “Well Street Journal” said 
yesterday that the UN General As. 


sembly’s support for terrorism 
might lead the US. to reconsider 
its membership in the workl body. 

In an editorial on the role of the 
General Assembly in ventilatiig 
Arab opinion, the financial dafly 
noted that the U.S. paid $60m. or 
25 per cent of the UN headquarters’ 
1914. budget. 

“It might be time to consider in 
aJl seriousness whether this money 
would be better spent buying food 
for starving Third World masses,” 
the “Journal” said. 

“Tf the General Assembly is going 
to abandon peacekeeping and sup- 
port ‘terrorism, there ts no reason 
why it shou do so on a US. 
allowance.” 

Tt also criticized Assembly pres- 
ident Abdelaziz Bouteflika of Al- 
geria for “a series of one-sided 
rulings Mast week, notably the sus. 

pension of South Africa from the 
pours limftations on Israel's 
right to speak in the ‘Palestine 
Question’ debate, and the award- 
ing of head.of-state honours to Pa- 
lestine guerrilla chief Yasser Arafalt. 

Bouteflika also came in for cri- 
ticism from the “Washington Star- 
News,” which said in an editorial 
that ‘he thas “established a new 
standard of part in the 
presidency of the UN General As. 

‘None of the 28 previous 
occupants of the chair, which is 
rotated among regions of ‘the worl, 
operated with anything oPproaching 
Bouteflika’s disregard of the UN's 
purposes, Mts charter and traditions 
or the elementary concept of fair- 
ness.

“The Washington Post" saw a 
close connection between the world 
body's welcoming of terrorists and 
the Betsan murders.

French deny 
PLO forming 
gov't in Paris 


PARIS (Reuter). — French of- 
ficlals yesterday described as far- 
fetched press reports that the Pa- 
lestine Liberation Organization 
(PLO) would form a Palestinian 
government in exile in France with- 
in _the next few days. 

The reports said that the forma- 
tion of such a government would 
follow recent contacts between 
French officials and PLO chairman 
Yasser Arafat. 

Ezzedin Kalek, chief represen- 
tative of the PLO In Paris, also dis- 
missed the reports. “I am unaware 
of an impending Palestinian govern- 
ment in exile — and still less that 
such a government would be based 
in Paris,” he said. 

‘Kalak said the formation of a

and raised at the recent Arab 
summit in Rabat. 

The Palestinian leadership was 
expected to hold a series of top- 
level meetings to discuss the inter- 
national situation following Arafat's 
address to the UN general assembly 
and the recent unrest in the ad- 
ministered areas.

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Sphinx sits 


up better 
after surgery 


CAIRO (AP). — A simple neck 
operation and some surgery 

the thighs, say the experts, and 
Egypt's fabled Sphinx. will aurvive 
another several thousand 

Drifting desert sand has been eat- 
ing away at the soft-stone monu- 
ment and its massive, noseless head 
is too heavy for its neck, said Nasser 
Hassan, chief inspector of the Egyp- 
tlan Antiquities Department. 

“But we have been working since 
the middle of last year, and the 
Sphinx is as good as new... almost,” 
he said. 

Neck braces were installed to shift 
the weight of the head to the should- 
ers and the thighs were wrapped in 
plastic and injected with chemicals 


.to prevent further deterioration. 


“The braces were built during the 
Second World War to protect the 
Sphinx from German bombing raids 
but for some reason they never were 
put on,” Hassan said. 

There are no plans to restore the 
missing nose, which contrary to pop- 
ular belief, he added, was not shot 
off by Napoleon's invading troops 
in the 19th century. 

“A religioug sheikh mutilated the 
face in 1436 because he believed the 
flow of people visiting the Sphinx 
was 8. sign of atheism,” Hassan ex- 
plained. 

Be added: “Without the nose, the 
face is more effective, It gives a 
feeling of time. The Sphinx repre- 
sents Egypt's passage through times 
of crises without succumbing.” 

Built 45 centuries ago, the Sphinx 
stands before the pyramids of Che- 
phren and Cheops, looking east into 
the rising sun, like the sentry which 
it was supposed to be. The lion's 
body and the large human head with 
its puzzling smile have fascinated 
tourists ranging from Alexander the 
Great to Henry Kissinger. 

The Sphinx “is probably an 
idealized portrait of Khafre — Che- 
phren — that architects trans- 
formed into a monument for him 
from ἃ bluff of rock that remained 
after the best stones had been taken 
for the pyramids, ” Hassan said. 

Standing 22 metres high and 80 
metres long, the Sphinx was built 
during the fourth dynasty or 2,550 
years B.CE. 


Investigation of 
jumbo crash may 
take months 


NAIROBI. — Several hundred Ken- 
yan soldiers and officials from the 
‘West German airline Lufthansa were 
yesterday sifting through wreckage 
of a Boeing 747 looking for clues 
to the crash of the airliner here on 
Wednesday, killing 59. 

‘Captain ‘Werner™ Utter, chief pilot 
of Lufthansa who arrived from 
Frankfurt early yesterday, said the 
joint Kenyan-West German investi- 
gation “could take.eight days, two 
weeks, three weeks, or even six 


“months.” He told a news conference 


at Nairobi Airport that “we are 
only just starting and we have a 
thousand possibilities to explore.” 

.Asked if sabotage could be ruled 
out in the disaster, Utter said: ‘Yes 
sir!" ‘Asked why he could so de- 
finitely exclude the possibility, he 
seid: “No comment.” 

The jumbo crashed seconds after 
take-off for Johannesburg on Wed- 
nesday and burst into flames, killing 
59 of the 157 passengers and crew 
aboard the fight. (Reuter, UPI)

DEGREES OF DISASTER 
The battle of the 


economy 


WHAT WILL 1975 bring, economic- 
ally speaking? Currently a fa- 
vourite question of many journalists, 
various hypotheses have been pre- 
sented in newspapers and radio and 
television interviews all over the 
world. 

The view of many establishment 
people is perhaps expressed most 
clearly \by Dr. J. Zijistra, influen- 
tial director of the Bank for Inter- 
national Settlements, president of 
the ‘Nederlandse Bank, and a former 
Dutch Minister of Finance. ‘Though 
he recently predicted a “rather cool” 
econcmic climate In 1975, Dr. Zijl- 
stra believes there is no reason 
however, to fear a serious work 
depression. 

There will be difficulties, but they 
are solvable. International coopera- 
tion and sacrifices by all parties 
concerned are of course needed, but 
with some luck “we will overcome,” 
concludes Dr. Zijlstra. 

‘Without attempting to laterpret this 
seemingly optimistic view, we now 
turn to the professional economists, 
who do not carry manegerial respon- 
sibilities. Usually wniversity profes- 
sors, they are sharply divided in 
two groups, the optimists and the 
doomsday prophets. The optimists 
are ordinarily, through not always, in- 
dustrial economists, who specialize 
in the study of the economic as- 
pects of individual enterprises. They 
talk of cost prices, cash flows, or- 
ganization, marketing, publicity and 
profits. 

‘The industrial or business econom- 
ists concern themselves with indi. 
vidual enterprises and not too much 
with society as a whole. They realize 
that despite rising prices, monetary 
difficulties and labour troubles, ma- 
nmagers usually succceed in saqueez- 
ing out a profit. And as long as 
profits are satisfactory, raw mate- 
rials available in sufficient quantities 
and a sufficient supply of labour 
ensured, business economists are not 
unduly worried. 


DOOMSDAY ADVOCATES 

Loomsday advocates on the other 
hand are usually found among 
the ranks of the macro-economists. 
These are the people who specialize 
in the economic aspect of a so- 
ciety and talk about international 
trade, balance of payments, infla- 
tion and productivity in general 
terms. 

Those macro-economists now say 
“hands up.” ‘The increase in the 
price of oil has created such im- 
mense balance of payments prob- 
lems that the sacred writings of 
Prof. Keynes contain no recipe for 
this monstrous anomaly. Sooner or 
later, and probably sooner, certain 
countries are going to run out of 
the money — foreign: currency of 
course —- to buy oil, and credit will 
not be extended. Without the neces- 
sary raw materials, production will 
be curtailed. This will produce a 
International trade 
will slow down. World production 
will be reduced and unemployment 
will again be a serious problem in 
many countries. A world depression 
will be the end result. 

It is probably fair to say that 
the majority of the macro-eco- 
nomists are thinking on this line. 
Some, it is true, advocate enlighten- 
ed cooperation between the nations 
concerned to stave off the worst 
effects of the impending depression. 
But usually an attached rider warns 
that to date there is no available 
evidence of a desire for such co- 
operation. 

A few economists go even fur-

Billions to be spent on

assume the role of surgeon rather 
than murderer. It should also be 
noted that many observers warn 
against underestimating the resi- 
lience of the capitalistic system. 
Depressions, they point ont, are a 
natural remedy to put the produc- 
tion process on its feet again. 

Not all of these macro-econpmists 
are gloomy about the prospects of 
a probable depression ,in the near fu- 
ture. For the first time in history 
more than a few environmentalists, 
though conceding that large-scale 
unemployment 15 a serious evil, are, 
in a way, pleased that the un- 
hindered economic growth which 
characterized the last decades is 
coming to an end. At last people 
are forced, albeit in a most un- 
pleasant way, to think twice about 
unlimited material expansion, about 
the wasting of scarce raw mate- 
rials, about pollution and related is, 
No less a personage than Dr Sicco 
Mansholt, former Chairman of the 
Common Market and a long-time 
Dutch Minister of Agriculture, is 
the able spokesman of this group. 
The environmentalists also usually 
express the hope that a period of 
economic slow-down will force peo- 
ple to think more about Social jus- 
tice when apportioning the world's 
Scant resources.

It seems, however, 
safe to assume that in any event 
we are in for tough times. Prac-

It is hoped that Jeannette Ordman 
end Kaj Lothman (now of the Bat- 
sheva company) will work out the 
arrangements, so that Batsheva 
dencers will stili do the Batsheva 
repertoire and Bat-Dor dancers 
theirs. 

It remains to be seen whether the 
companies can weather the finan- 
cial difficulties and their own dif- 
ferences and thus promote the wel- 
fare of modern dance in Israel.
